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SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To the Taxpayers of West Rutland: 

In the following pages you will find the reports from the 
different town officers, to which we invite your careful 
attention. 

We found that the previous board had left the affairs of 
the town in a very satisfactory condition, nearly all bills 
having been paid. 

All bills contracted by the present board fern the past 
year have been paid, except two orders of $4.00 each held 
by Wm. Walsh, and a bill of $16.00 for funeral expenses, 
which the relatives ask the privilege of paying. 

The total expense of supporting the poor for the past 
year, including one horse bought for farm, insurance and 
repairs on buildings, was $964. 40. 

A petition for a cross-road from Elm street to Main 
street was presented to us, and after hearing parties inter- 
ested and looking over the ground, we decided to lay out 
the said road. The whole expense was nearly $300.00. 

Three outstanding orders of $1000.00 each have been 
paid and the rate of interest on the remaining outstanding 
orders have been reduced from five to four per cent, so the 
town at the present time is psying but four per cent on any 
of its indebtedness.

I have the honor to sub nit to you my annual report of 
our public schools, 

FACILITIES, 

The teachers and pupils of No. 21 were greeted, with a 
ge rui ine N e w Ye a r T s su r p ris e . T h e w alls of the bu i 1 cl in g 
have received a coat of k also mine, while the wood work has 
been thoroughly varnished. This has had a wholesome 
effect both on the appearance and on the atmosphere of the 
building. 

The school house in Dist. No. G also has been thoroughly 
renovated by having the wood work cleaned, the walls 
kalsomined and the roof re shingled. It is earnestly recom- 
mended that the good work be extended to No. 7. This 
building is manifestly in a deplorable state. The locality 
and its associations have much more to do with the success 
of a school than is generally supposed. Dilapidated, un- 
sightly buildings in the midst of bleak, tivebss grounds, are 
pre-eminently suggestive of irregularity and lack of interest. 
The tenacity with which youthful experiences cling to us in 
after life should serve to remind us that it is our duty to 
take advantage of the impressibility of childhood and render 
school-day memories doubly precious and lasting by making 
the school building and its surroundings as attractive as the 
c i rcu m s t ances w il 1 pe r m i t .

He increases his influence and, con- 
sequently, his usefulness, in proportion as he makes himself 
conversant with general knowledge. This is too much 
neglected. The teacher, by fatigue of his employment and 
circumstances of his life, is strongly tempted to content him- 
self with what he already knows, or, at best, to confine him- 
self to the study of those branches which he is called upon to 
teach. This temptation should be strongly resisted. No 
matter what a teacher’s opportunities for professional 
training may have been, he should ever feel himself under 
obligations to work in the line of self-improvement. As 
education is a matter of life, activity and growth, these 
qualities should manifest themselves in the teacher in a pre- 
eminent degree. A teacher who has ceased to be an active 
student, has lost the secret of his greatest power. 

ATTENDANCE. 

There has been a wholesome improvement in the matter 
of attendance. The cases have been very rare where the 
parent has manifested a spirit antagonistic to the rules and 
best interests of the children.
